Pahokee Housing Authority may be forced to pay damages 


Circuit Judge Tom Johnson awarded South 
Florida Sanitation a judgement of $80,901 in 
damages, extending over a 27 month period, 
last December. 

The company had been collecting garbage 
from the 400 units in Padgett Island and 
Fremd Vilage before the authority terminatéd 
its contract in March of '82. 

The battle began when South Florida Sanita- 
tion nearly doubled its rates over a five month 
period. 

Maxwell said the authority was paying 
$1,800 monthly before it was increased to 
$2,800 in November of '81. 

; It was again raised tọ $3,200 four months 
ater. 

The authority decided to cancel its agree- 
ment and collect its own garbage. 

South Florida Sanitation sued on grounds it 
had the exclusive franchise agreement for gar- 
bage collection in the unincorportated areas of 
western Palm Beach County. 

The authoritv filed suit claiming the com- 


pany raised its rates without the county's ap- 
proval and refused to collect the garbage. 

Johnson ruled the authority was in violation 
of the company’s franchise, but denied South 
Florida Sanitation's request for an injunction 
blocking the authority from collecting its own 
garbage. 

Maxwell said the authority can pay the 
judgement and collect its own garbage for less 
than the company’s fee. 

^ “We're using a one man system, just like the 
city, and even though our main cost of opera- 
tion is the vehicle we're still able to pick up the 
garbage for far less than if we were using 
South Florida Sanitation,” said Maxwell. 

The board is contemplating expanding its 
collection service into McClure Village and 
Stuckey Homes. 

The City of Pahokee currently collects gar- 
bage at the 115 units in the two projects. 

If the authority expands its service, its cost 
will be much less than the $1,150 per month fee 
paid to the city.

Things have gotten. so bad that 
parerits from outside’tlie Glades area 
are prohibiting their c:hildren from 
travelling into-placed like Belle Glade 
for athletic and other events.

Florida's elected offic ils ought to be 
trying'to-cglm the pani: that is sweep- 
ing the nation. Instead, some are pro- 
pagating it. 

State Senate President Harry 
Johnston and Gov. Bob Graham are 
among the fear mongers. Graham said 
last month that students and teachers 
with AIDS should be biarred from the 
classroom. Johnston dicl the governor 
one better by calling for a statewide 
policy of prohibiting p«eople afflicted 
with the disease from groing to school 
or having contact, with the public. 

AIDS, acquired: immune deficiency 
syndrome, is dne of the scariest 
diseases ever confronttiad. It almost 
always kills its victims. 'The number of 
cases of AIDS is doublimg inexorably 


- each year. There is no vaccine, no treat- 


ment, no cure. 


SO WHILE it is undi rstandable for 
the public to be anxious, this new 
plague needs to be vierwed in proper 
perspective. The anxiet;j is understan- 
,dable in theory, but. tlhere is ample 
justification for being reasonable in 
(practice. 

The only confirmed method of 
transmission of the deiadly disease is 
through. sexual relations, con- 
taminated needles and l5lood transfu- 
sions. There is abundant eviderice that 
AIDS cannot be spread by mere casual 
contact-a sneeze, a handshake or be- 
ing close to someone wiii;h the disease. 

Not one of the family innembers of the 
reported AIDS cases is known to have 
caught the disease, exc pi Spouses 
in sexual contact and chi born to 
mothers with AIDS. No nurge or doc- 
a patient. 
Only two health-care "workers have 
contracted the disease; (:hey aparently 
got it from a contact with con- 
taminated blood in their: work places. 

The classroom or athletic field is a 
highly unlikely place for: the transmis- 
sion of AIDS. The vasit majority of 
doctors, including thosie represented 
by the Florida Medical Association, 
say there is no scientific evidence to 
keep most children with the disease 
out of school. They do: advise extra 
precaution in handling ,AIDS-afflicted 
toddlers who drool or w'ear diapers or 
exhibit such aggressive behavior as 
biting. 


SOME RESTRICTIC)NS on AIDS 
victims, children and adults, may be 
necessary to protect tlie common in- 
terest and slow.the :spread of this 
dreadful disease. Those decisions 
though need to be ba:sed on medical 
evidence rather than unfounded 
steria.

Unless that approach: is taken, those 
afflicted with AIDS will increasingly 
and unnecessarily be segregated on the 
basis of panic. The ostr eicism of school 
children is just the beginning.
